Mirrors  of  the  so-called  "Bilbao"  type  are  extremely  rare. 
They  have  been  discussed  by  F.  C.  Morse,  with  his  usual 
thoroughness,  in  his  "Furniture  of  the  Olden  Time",  New 
York,  1913,  page  356.  Such  mirrors  have  been  found  in 
New  England,  chiefly  in  Massachusetts.  The  majority  have 
been  traced  to  Marblehead,  where  they  are  known  as  "Bilbao 
Glasses".  The  local  tradition  says  that  they  were  brought 
to  America  from  Bilbao  in  the  Bay  of  Biscay,  by  Marblehead 
sailors.  Marblehead  had  during  the  17th  and  18th  centuries 
a  thriving  export  business  of  dried  codfish  to  the  southern 
European  countries,  Italy  as  well  as  Spain. 
The  rectangular  mirror  is  set  in  a  frame  of  yellow  marble 
applied  in  a  thin  layer  on  the  upper  and  lower  bands  of  the 
mirror,  and  in  columns  flanking  both  sides.  The  top  part  of 
the  mirror  is  executed  in  delicate  openwork  carving,  showing 
a  central  urn  with  flower  bouquet,  symmetrical  acanthus 
scrolls  and  birds  picking  grapes.  The  pilasters  are  sur- 
mounted by  carved  and  gilded  urns.
